Saturmley ovenlng, August 20, Melbourne
commenced work.,  Ho establistied himself in
the loft of n barn in the suburbs of the oity
for three  days, Tho only  apparatus
or chemicinis he took into his retreat woro
contained In foun ordinary gripsncks. The
windows of the barn woere eavefully shaded
cota, and the erevices in the tloor
n loft coverad to prevoent any oyoe
wioteinting the mystery of the rain-making
nborntory.  All day Sunday nnd Monday
the born wius watehed by the eurious, bt no
one ventured to intrude upon tho privacy of

Mondny o eurlons phepomenn was
nessed in the evolutions of the elouds,
morning  opened  clonr  oond  bright,
townrds noon clouds rolled o from all por-
tions of the horizon, Whon unear tho rain
miler’s barn they seemed te become stn-
tionary and changed from cumulous to cuinu-
locfiro stratus or rain elouds.  Thousnnds of
people watched them with interost, expect-
ing o randall, but brisk winds sprung up and
sopirated thomanto fragments of scud and
the doy closed as clear and bright as when it
bognn,

Tuesdny morning opened clear, butb by
noon the clonds commeneed to roll toward
the citv. Melbourne hnd until Tuesdny evo-
ning to bring the rain, and there was muen
excitoment over the outeome.  Hets wore
mnde of two to one that he would fail, and
considerable money was put up. Molbourne's
brothor, who was with him had money to mmoet
overy offer.  From noon there seemed to be
an unoending struggle in the elouds, Masses
af them crowded in from the horison appur-
ently attracted towared the eiin doctor’s point
of vantnee overtooking the city,

Business wos nlmost suspended and thous-
ands of poople were on the streets watehing
tho clonas. At 240 o'clock thors was o
neavy peal of thundor and o vivid flash of
Hghtuing, and in o few momonts the rain
enme down in torrents, 1t continued twenty
minutes and then the elouds broke ana the
sun onme out bright and waurm,

Hulf an hour later rain commenced falling
agiin, and fell unceasingly for nearly an
hour. The antive precipitation to 8 o'clock
Tuesday ovening was 45-100 of an ineh, The
signal officer reported the humidity of the at-
mosphore ot 32 ten minutes befors the rain
and 55 when tho rain commenced to fall, a
moet singular phonomenon.

The rosult was satisfuotory to the commit-

Molbourne's second test began Saturday
morning of Ins% week and closed at 4 p.m,
Tuesday last, Tho restult was not a siocess,
Light roins fell, but the coplous showers
promised failed to matevialize. The wizoard
worked his apparatus for all it wos worth,
and emerged from his avpio in a barn sowe-
what erestfallen, He declured that witlun
twenty-live milos of Cheyeoue hoavy rains
must have fallen, His failure locally he
attributed to o heavy and rupld ourrent in
the uppor atmosphere, which carried his
guses to distant points. Confldence in Mal-
bourno is not shaken in Cheyenne,  The Sun
says: “We all kpow how rigorously the
committes set its limitations prosoribing a
prodigious amount of water and specifying
tho thme o which It should be detivered.

Interesting Review of Grent Mining
Propevty Values.

Mr. Albort Willinms, a distinguisned min-
g ehgineer of Donver, bas n paper o the
September number of the Eneinesring Mag-
azing, New York, entitled “Investments in
Mining DProporties,” in which he gives a
most interesting review of the changes that
have comae over the investing publie in recent
yveurs, in the matter of winiug propertios, It
will be found especially interesting to every
ous who has looked into that character of
enterprise.  Referring to the yield of the
most celebrated mining properties, e says:

A mino w be a good “‘compuny mine'
should be a large one and worked on a large
scenla. In order to pay divideads on shares
numbering from 100,000 to 1,000,000, the
profits have to he considerable or the divi-
dend per share beeomes lusignificant and dis-
appointing, It is seldom for instunce that the
Callfornin  corporations, operating mines
mainly in Nevadn, offer their shareholders
less than 256 eent dividends, which on the
usunl capitalization of £10,000,000 in 100,000
shares would menn the very respectuble sum
of §25,000. Ouve such dividend a year would
he a creditable exhibit for a mine owned by
one or uwo parsons,  ‘Thus, to be a promis-
ing lmrchusn for a proposed corporation,
i mine ought to be one which can be
worked by a considerable force to insure
steadiness of output, A rioh but narrow
vein, where only a limited number of men
have room for stoping, may bae the bost for
individual ownpership, sineo rununing expen-
so8 are low, but it Is not so good for a
company as o large doposit of lower grade,
capable of being extonsively openod wnd pre-
sentipg large breasts in thoe stopes, wilh o
more regular output, 1'he most veliable goid
mines have been of very low grado nut with
large and regular deposits, In Californin
£15 1 ton is considered o \'UI?' fnir basis for o
compiny mine if the orois in guantity; but
avery wmuch lower tedor has been workie:d
with gront profiv in the exceptiounlly large
doposits of the Bluck Hills anl Alsska, where
& ton would leuve o tiberal margin for
dividonds, Tu fuet most of the famous mines
have not been of high grado, the gold ore
rarely sliowing any metal to the eye, so that
most miners have o prejudice against what
are called “specimen mines,”!  The same
thing bolds, to n less oxtent, with silver and
dore mines, On the Comstoek the heart of
the “big bonanza’ (the greatest body ever
known) only ayeraged 50 per too, meluding
the richest streaks, and that was thought to
be hivh. The great silver wines of Mon-
tann have not averaze anything lilke as muvh,
I'hore have been exceptions, notubly in Ari-
ronn, Colorado and Utnl, wnore high grade
ores lu comparatively small smounts have
produced lavzelv: but speaking genorally,
tho e=lebrated mines have not been of thut
ilnss,

to urise, but of Its own motion steps in and
nscertiains how mueh water Is available for
fevieation, who are the clalmonts of this
water, and vhon, knowing theso fandamoental
facts rives the use of the water to the prapar
persons, and amploys its own agonts to soo
thnt tho distribution is wade.” In that
sinte, nt least, there will no longer boe the
almost tudierous spootacle of learned judges
solomnly decreeing tho right to from two to
five times the amount of water lowing (o the
stream, or, in fact, Lo awounts so groat that
the channel of tho stream could not possibly
ciarry  them, thus peactionlly leaving tho
siuestions at stako as unsettled as before.

Remarkable Carece of 0 Washington
sSetrler.

Captain Willlam IR ti, ona of the great-

neoes of the state of Wasolngzton, diea

lo Seattle recently, lenving an estate valued

SRR

Itoenton was noman of large mould, brave,
gnereetic, and generous, combining In large
measure the eharweteristics of trae pioneers,
He was bornin 1518 at Piweton, Nova Scotia,
of 1 race of haedy mariners. At gn sarly agoe
he took to tho ses And eruised among various
Atlantic ports in Amediea nod Buropos,  Bine
ally after ouo or two oarrow oscapes {rowm
death by wrock, ono during u tornado ot Flu-
vana in 1547, he satlod for the Pacliic  coast,
and resched San Franciseo in 185%. Two
venrs lnter he camo to Puget Sound naod he
was thus one of tho very carliost seltlors.

At that tima the whole of western Wash-
ington woas an uunbroken forest with tiny
clentings ot Tournwater, Olyvmpin, and Stetla-
coomm. Captain Reaton started o sawimill at
AlLKT t'oint, o lfew 5 [rom whare Seattle
uow stnnds. At first tho output was about
L0 foet o doy.  But he chungod the site of
his miil soveral times and the business atead-
ily grow until at the day of bis death ho was
chinf owner in the grest Port Blakeley mill
on the sound.
